Few  libraries  can  afford  quasi-facsimile  transcription  of  title  pages 
or  collation  by  signatures.    Good  on  format,  paper,  chain- lines, 
watermarks  etc. 

5.    BOWERS,  Fredson  Thayer 

Principles  of  bibliographical  description.    Princeton,  Princeton 
U.  P.,  19^9. 

Not  for  the  tyro,  but  indispensable  for  the  advanced  student.  De- 
fines bibliographical  terms,  such  as  state,  issue,  edition:  describes 
(with  examples)  how  to  transcribe  title  pages,  collate  books  by 
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signatures,  etc.    Note  especially  (in  connection  with  the  latter) 
Appendix  I  "A  digest  of  the  formulary":   the  "Greg-Bowers  formulary" 
is  that  increasingly  used  by  advanced  bibliographers  in  the  English 
speaking  countries  as  a  convenient  shorthand  method  of  describing 
how  a  book  is  made  up.

An  introduction  to  bibliography  for  literary  students.  Oxford,

Two  valuable  appen- 
dices include  lists  of  abbreviations  and  contractions  in  early 
printed  books  and  of  difficult  Latin  place-names  in  imprints.

NAME  ESTABLISHMENT  -  1 

Time-consuming,  but  one  of  the  cataloger's  most  responsible  tasks,  name 
establishment  tests  his  capabilities  to  the  full.    He  or  she  must  be 
aware  of  the  information  contained  not  only  in  biographical  dictionaries 
such  as  nos.  7-8  but  also  in  authoritative  histories  of  subjects  (e.g. 
nos.  9-12)  and  catalogs  of  distinguished  collections  whether  in  limited 
areas  (e.g.  no.  13)  or  in  wider  fields  (e.g.  nos.  1^-18).    Finally,  he 
or  she  must  be  alive  to  the  fact  that  the  latest  and  best  source  may  be 
a  periodical  article,  for  which  a  convenient  guide  is  provided  by  no.  19.

Often  the  only  source  of  bio- 
graphical or  bibliographical  information  for  the  many  obscure 
figures  mentioned.    Valuable  lists  of  works  consulted  and  excellent 
indices  enhance  the  value  of  this  masterly  history.

Young's  collection,  rich  in  l6th  and  17th  works  but  weak  in  the 
18th  cent,  literature,  is  now  in  the  Glasgow  Institute  of  Technology. 
An  author-catalog,  with  authoritative  notes  on  the  publishing  history 
of  each  item  listed.    Another  fine  collection  in  the  same  field  is 
Denis  I.  Duveen's,  now  in  the  University  of  Wisconsin  library.  A 
catalog  of  this  was  published  by  E.  Weil  in  19^9  under  title:  Bibli- 
otheca alchemica  et  chemica.

A  catalog  of  some  21,000  volumes,  including  150  incunabula. 
Includes  collations  in  terms  of  pages  or  leaves  (details  omit- 
ted in  the  Cushing  and  Osier  catalogs)  but  the  main  and  added 
entries  do  not  include  dates  (unlike  the  Bibliotheca  Osleriana) 
For  a  good  review,  see  Journal  of  the  History  of  Medicine,  1956,

18.  WELLCOME  HISTORICAL  MEDICAL  LIBRARY,  London 

A  catalogue  of  printed  books  in  the  W.  H.  M.  L.     London,  1962- 
v.  1  lists  almost  7,000  titles  printed  before  1 64-1 ,  including 
the  632  incunabula  previously  described  in  greater  detail  in  a 
separate  catalog  by  F.  N.  L.  Poynter  (1954).    Dates  are  assigned 
wherever  information  was  available  for  editors,  translators  etc. 
Valuable  indexes  at  end  include  a  geographical  list  of  places  of 
publication;  a  name  index  of  printers  and  publishers,  referring 
back  to  the  serial  numbers  of  the  catalog*  and  a  concordance  of 
STC  (Short  title  catalog,  see  no.  44)  numbers. 

19„     CURRENT  work  in  the  history  of  medicine.    No.  1  -  Jan. /Mar.  1954  - 
London,  Wellcome  Historical  Medical  Library 

An  excellent  quarterly  index  to  periodical  articles  on  the  his- 
tory of  medicine.    Alphabetical  subject  headings  include  name  and 
regional  headings.    Each  issue  lists  addresses  of  authors  cited. 
A  particularly  valuable  section  details  new  books  and  monographs  in 
the  subject  area.     Over  2,000  periodicals  are  indexed. 

The  separately  issued  Address  supplement  contains  (at  end)  a  list 
of  journals  devoted  to  the  history  of  medicine  and  science.

TITLE  PAGE  TRANSCRIPTION 

Few  libraries  (cf.  note  on  no.  4)  can  afford  to  reproduce  the  title  page 
exactly  as  it  stands,  with  all  the  ligatures,  contractions  and  abbre- 
viations contained  therein  faithfully  reproduced.    Contractions  and 
abbreviations  have  to  be  expanded.    The  following  guides  explain  some 
of  the  more  common,  whether  found  in  manuscripts  (no.  24)  or  in  early 
printed  books  (McKerrow)

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IMPRINT 

A  valuable  adjunct  to  any  rare  book  division  is  an  index  of  printers  and 
publishers.    There  are  many  people  interested  in  the  history  of  printing 
in  particular  countries  and  cities,  or  in  the  output  of  individual  crafts- 
men.    Ideally  therefore,  such  an  index  should  be  arranged  in  two  sections 
(l)  under  particular  country,  then  by  cities  (2)  under  name  with  cross 
references  to  variant  forms  of  name,  and  place  of  printing  or  publishing. 

The  following  should  offer  assistance.    No.  26  will  help  to  convert  ancient 
Latin  and  other  place  names  to  their  modern  equivalents,  for  their  proper 
entry  in  the  geographical  index;  no.  27  should  help  to  identify  books 
issued  with  printer's  or  publisher's  device  only:  nos.  28-30  will  provide 
correct  forms  of  name  for  inclusion  in  the  name  file.    Finally,  nos.  31-32 
are  examples  of  the  magnificent  work  done  by  experts  in  the  field,  whose 
labors  would  have  been  lessened  had  all  libraries  maintained  such  files.

BOOKPLATES 

Though  something  of  a  luxury,  a  bookplates  file  can  often  provide  valua- 
ble information  on  the  history  of  a  particular  copy.     The  fact  that  a 
famous  person  may  have  owned  such  and  such  a  book  lends  an  added  interest 
to  it,  especially  if  the  book  also  has  marginal  notes.    Again,  the  liter- 
ature is  vast.
